DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11,18, 26-35, 44-55, 57-59, 61, 63 and 65-70 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art Calello teaches a composition comprising a pigment, a structuring polymer and 
0.5% octyldodecanol. The present claims are limited to a composition comprising 5- 
25% of a linear or branched aliphatic monoalcohol having 8-26 carbon atoms and a 
structuring polymer of formula III or IV. Calello fails to provide motivation for increasing 
the amount of octyldodecanol to 5-25% of the formulation or selecting a structuring 
polymer of formula III or IV. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
